time did not operate against her wonderful
speed, at any rate not sufficiently to pre-

Her jockey, Fuller, told A. J. Joyner, her

trainer, however, that he felt her falter in
the course of the contest, and that, not

knowing the reason, he struck her with his
whip, it was palpable that the filly
swerved twice in the race.once to the outside,and again to the inside. In view of
the fact that the injury inflicted was so
serious as to make it doubtful if she can
run again at the current meeting, the
gameness of Hamburg Belle must be freejly acknowledged.
In her stable, at the Sheepshead Bay

track yesterday, the great filly could barelyrest her foot on the floor of her stable.
j"She is the fastest racer I ever trained."
jsaid Joyner, "but her improvement in
speed this year is something marvellous.
As a yearling the best trial she showed
was three furlongs in 37% seconds. Last
spring the best half mile that I could get
her to show was 51 seconds.
